winter on the principle that it is belter lo be safe than sorry. 
This of course will take them out of the market later in (he 
season but 'if the mines are closed long enough it is liable (o 
result in a rush one of Ihese days, accompanied by a rise in 
oricc 


It is an uncomfortable situation. 
In the past June has been 


a popular month for filling coal bins, Ihe price usually being, 
lower then than at any other time. As it is now (here are 
nothing but (he slocks on hand lo draw from, as the re. is very 
little coal going over the railroads at present. 


Those who have not already bought their coal are naturally 


wondering what it is best to do. There has been no drop in 
price and the question is whether there will be a drop or an 
increase 
The price is higher than it ought to be, but if -a pinch 


comes as a result of the prolonged strike (here is liable to be an 
advance from present figures, exorbitant as these are. Wash- 
ington oflicialdom professes, to believe that with 40,000,000 
tons on hand and increasing non-union production it is need- 
less to anticipate trouble, but the people would feel easier if 
ihe strike were settled or in process of settlement and coal 
moving as it ought to be at this time of the year.
